Present Status of the Patent Application 

Claims 1, 11, 21, 23, 31, and 34-38 remain pending in the present application. 
Claims 2-10, 12-20, 22, 24-30, 32, and 33 have been cancelled without prejudice for 
filing of a divisional patent application. The text of previously cancelled claims and 
previously withdrawn and now cancelled claims is not shown pursuant to 37 CFR 
121(c)(4)(i). Ciaims 1, 11, 21, 31, and 35-38 have been amended. 

Substance of the Interview 

A telephonic interview for the above-referenced patent application was 
conducted on February 11, 2008, with Examiner Tran and Bernard Kieinke 
participating. The Examiner and Mr. Kteinke discussed and arrived at the claim 
amendments to claim 1 as shown in this Supplemental Amendment The Examiner 
Stated that rf all the independent claims were modified in a manner similar to that 
discussed regarding claim 1, the claims would distinguish over the cited Bancroft 
reference, The amendments to the claims are as discussed with Examiner Tran during 
the telephone interview, with the only exception being that the term "top" has been 
replaced with "upward rear-end portion" as used in the specification at line 1 of page 7 
thereof. 

Therefore, Applicant believes that the pending claims are now in condition for 
allowance.
